Mr. Jones, from the Edinburgh Theatre, made his first appearance 
on these boards last night as Lord Ogleby, in the Comedy of The 
Clandestine Marriage. Mr. Jones, who had been many years in the 
Edinburgh company, where he had always represented fops, fine gen- 
tlemen, &c. at the close of the last season intended quitting the stage, 
and chose for his Benefit the part of Lord Ogleby. The novelty of 
the.attempt drew a .crowded audience, whose plaudits attested the 
success of the experiment. _ He afterwards repeated the character se- 
veral nights, and each time with increased attraction. His perform- 
ance Jast night gave us no cause to call in question the judgment of the 
play-going public of the modern Athens, it being a chaste and judici- 
ous picce of acting, but in our opinion very inferior to the LordUgleby 
of W. Farren, who gives a courtly sauvity and high finish to his per- - 
sonation of the character, which that of Mr. Jones was very deficient 
in. His most successful scene was that where Fanny attempts to re- 
veal her marriage,and he mistakes her confusion for a passion for him; 
here, he was greatly applauded. Mr. Abbott performed his old part 
of Sir John Melville excellently ; he ought never to aspire to a more 
important part. Fawcett’s Sterling was sterling ; but Warde locked 
too old for Lovewell, and was too sententious. Power played Brush 
with a good deal of bumor; h's drunken scene was capital. Mrs. 
Davenport played Mrs. Heidelberg ; it is unnecessary to say how !— 
Mrs. Gibbs’s Miss Sterling was as well acted as ever, but alas! she 
is no longer young. Miss E. Tree made a lovely, interesting Fanny, 
and p\ayed with great delicacy and feeling. On the whole the Play 
went off but flatly, which might be partly owing to the thinness of the 
house, as we do not recollect ever to have seen one more so. After’ 
the Comedy, Mons. Drouet performed a Concerto on the flute, having 
kindly offered to play three nights gratuitously; he was received with 
loud plaudits, and the brilliancy of his execution, and the richness of 
his tones, caused those plaudits to be frequently repeated. The De- 
vil’s Elixir was the afterpiece, in which Wood and Miss Hughes sang . 
_— great sweetness. His satannic majesty was played by Mr. Hor- 
rebow, 
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Drury Dane Che rtre. 
Tae Tragedy of Rienzi was last night performed at this Theatre, 
in which Miss Phillips made her first appearance this season as Ciau- 
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dia, and was weleomed with loud applause. “[here was no peveeptible 
change either ie Miss Phillip’s personal appearanee, or in hee manner 
of acting the part, since we last saw her; she stil] retains all the 
freshness of youth and beauty, and her. performance was as chaste 
and impressive as ever. We have a:ways considered Claudia the most 
interesting character which Miss Phillips has hitherto sustained, and 
the one » which the expressive sweetness and pathos of her voice, and 
the loveliness of her form and features, are beard and seen to the 
greatest advantage. She last night poured forth her lament, * mine 
ewn dear home’ with the most melodious softness, and recited the 
poetry of her part throughout with the greatest propriety. Mr. 
Young’s Rienzi is a fine specimen of that accomplished actors style, 
and was as usual highly effective. Mr. Cooper and Mrs Faucit, sus- 
tained their original characters of Angelo, and Lady Colonna with 
great ability. After the Tragedy we were again presented with M. 
Ducrow’s elegant representation of living statues, whieh excited im- 
mense applause. Thierna na Oge was the afterpicce.
